PRIMARY BILL HAS 
CINCH ON SENATE. 


Regarded as Certain to Pass 
Because Members of Upper 
House, Fear to Op- 


GOVERNOR AGREES T0 IT. 


Efforts to Get Chicagoans to 
Come Out in Opposition 
Meet with No Success 
Whatever. 


The direct primary bill, already adopted by 
the house, is in a fair way to be passed by 
the state senate, Its opponents can look for | 
no help in Chicago. So far as Cook county 
is concerned the bill—the Oglesby measure— 
already has practically ‘“‘ passed the senate ”’ 
and is awaiting the governor’s signature— 
which it will get. 

It is not because the politicians here like 
it, It is because practically every one of 
them is afraid to come out in the open and 
fight it. Their endeavor has been to get some- 
body else to pull thelr chestnuts out of the 
fire. This endeavor has failed distinctly in 
the last twenty-foer hours. 


Deneen Out for It. 


Formal announcement came from Spring- 
field last night that Gov. Deneen has indorsed 


the measure and his supporters in both the. 


senate and the house will standbyit. After 
the governor had announced that the bil) in 
its present form met his approval, Secretary 
of State Rose and other state officers said 
it was satisfactory to them. These deciara- 
tions, coupled with the news in Chicago, have 
given rise to a general conviction in Spring- 
field that the bill will pass with the emer- 
gency clause. 

Twenty-four votes fag the bill in Its present 
form were counted in the denate yesterday. 
The attitude of the Chicago leaders seems to 
assure that the other two necessary, and 
even more, will be forthcoming. _ 


Gardner Says It Will Pass. 


Senator Corbus Gardner of La Salle coun- 
ty, leader of the senate, has been tn Chicago 
for two days talking with the local mana- 
gers. He is openly opposed to the bill. Last 
night he announced that it was going to pass 
and that it was extremely doubtful if sixteen 
senators could be found who would vote 
against passing it with the emergency clause. 

Only one amendment of any consequence 
was in sight, and with this the senator did 
not have much patience. It was designed 
for the benefit of a number of Cook county 
managers who had refused to come out from 
under cover. 

This amendment, however, ts of the great- 
est importance to the local Paras pres- 
ing it. As far as Chicago goes,

de in a direct primary law and leaves con- 
ditions as they were. It provides that dtreet 
nominations for county offices shall be made 
only by majority vote. All others by plural- 
ity vote. If no candidate for a county office 
gets a majority—and with more than two 
candidates a majority. is unikely—then the 
nomination must be made in convention. 
The result would be the old fashioned county 
conventions held in the old fashioned way. 


Two Caucuses Held. 


This amendment was agreed on at a secret 
caucus at the Grand Pacific hotel night be- 
fore last. Gov. Denen was on his way to 
Springfield from Sterling, and Chairman Roy 
O. West of the state committee, James Red- 
dick of the county committee, and James 
Pease had a talk with him. 

Others who have been active in advocating 
a direct primary law were asked if they 
would agree to advocate, or at least not to 
oppose, the amendment the Cook county peo- 
ple wanted. The answer was not made 
known, 

But the decisive meeting, as far as the po- 
sition of the Cook county republican organ- 
| ization went, was held at headquarters at 
76 Fifth avenue. This was also a secret gath- 
ering, but was attended by every manager of 
any consequence in the county except 
Charles W. Vail of the Thirty-second ward. 
There was some plain talking. 

‘The other members of the committee ap- 
pealed to Mayor Busse to help them out of 
their trouble. Would he not go to Springfield 
and appeal to the senate so to change the 
Oglesby bill that their political lives could 
be saved? The mayor listened and then made 
a few pertinent remarks. — 


Busse Does Some Talking. 

Every man of you here is opposed to this 
law,“ said he; and so am I. My position, 
however, differs from that of most of you. 
I think that the law is a mistake and that it 
would be found to work out badly. There are 
men here who are fighting it simply because 
it would imperil their political existence. 
Some of these men are going around on the 
outside and saying how they favor direct 
primaries and are not willing to go to the 
front and fight it. They want somebody else 
to make the fight for them.“ 

Then, becoming perhaps a trifie personal, 
the mayor turned to Chairman Reddick and 
said: 

Tou know well enough that if this law 
were passed in its present form you would 
go off the county committee at the next pri- 
mary election. 

“You would share the same fate,“ con- 


tinued. the mayor, turning to James Pease, | 


the committeeman from the Twenty-tifth 
ward: “ Such 4 law means all sorts of trou- 
ble for you. Lorimer and Magerstadt would 
have a much better chance of surviving. 


No Trouble on North Side. 

„ Personally, I, don’t particularty care. 
There is no sérious trouble on the north side. 
We aro getting along together there without 
any friction, and I could survive whether the 
Oglesby bill is passed or not. But I will tell 
you what I will do. 

“Tf you gentlemen will sit down and draw 
up a statement giving your reasons for op- 
posing the bill and put your names to it, I 
will sign it first and we will give it out for 
publication. Then I will take it to Spring- 
field and do ‘what I can—how much | can do 
I do not know—to have another bill framed. 
But I want it‘distinctly understood I am not 
going to up alone and fight other 
people’s battied for them. If you gentlemen 
want me to go to the front for you you must 
come out in the open also.“

Church Members Act and Now 
Dr. D, A. Stevens Is in Flight.

Disclosures that followed the issuing of 
warrants yesterday for Dr. David A. Ste- 
vens, member of the faculty of the Bennett 
Medical college and former Sunday school 
superintendent and trustee of the Jackson 
Boulevard Christian church, came as a sen- 
satiopal surprise to perpons connected with 
the two institutions and the many friends 
of the accused physician. 

An immediate result was the hasty calling 
together of the trustees of the medical col- 
lege, and the unanimous decision to expel 
Dr. Stevene from all connection with that 
Institution. 

The warrants were issued by Judge Himes 


at the Desplaines street Municipal court off] 


the complaint of the Rev. Parker Stockdale, 


, pastor of the Jackson Boulevard church, and 


a former trustee of the church, Elebery W. 
— who is secretary and treasurer 
of the Book Supply company, 266 Wabash 
avenue. They charged the physician with 
mistreating boye who attend the Sunday 
school. 

Driven Out by Vigilantes. 

“Though we know of only a few specific 
cases, said Mr. Reynolds, I have reason to 
believe that nearly 100 boys were illtreated.’’ 

Stevens has disappeared. He was sent 7 
of town first by a “ vigilance committee 
Oct. 10. He returned, however, and ‘sa e 
at the college last Wednesday. This led to 
the instituting of criminal proceedings 
Stevens heard of the warrant and made good 
his escape. - 

Dr. Stevens was registrar of the Bennett 
college, also member of the board of trustees, 
lecturer, and editor of the Medical Times, a 
journal printed under the auspices of the col- 
lege. He was a friend of Dean John Dill Rob- 
ertson, who appreciated highly the ability of 
Dr. Stevens as a medical instructor. 


Many Advocate Violence. 

The sensational manner in which Dr. Ste- 
vene’ resignation from membership on the 
board of trustees and the Sunday school 
superintendenty of Dr. Stockdale's church 
was demanded and of his being driven from 
Chicago by a vigilance committee. was re- 
lated yesterday at the meeting of the medical 
college board by Dr. Stockdale and Mr. Reyn- 
olds. It was only with considerable effort 
gome time ago that the tor, who isa Ken- 
tuekian, prevailed on members of 
his congregation to refrain from violence. 

As aal ternative, a meeting of the trustees 
of the 1 ing on Oct. 10, appointed a commit- 
tee to escort the doctor out of the city and 
to serve on him notice that he would return 
J only at the peril of his life. The committee 
which took the action consisted of Dr. Stock- 
dale, N W. Reynolds, State Senator Frank 
Farnum, Frank Swart of the Giens Falls In- 
surance company, and W. B. Birch, connect- 
ed with the Marshall Field wholesale house.

When informed yes- 
terday of all the facts in the case, the board 
unanimously voted to expel Stevens and 
red4ommended that he be prosecuted. 

onsiderable excitement followed a de- 
mand that Dean Robertson be requested to 
resign because he had encouraged Dr. Ste- 
vens to return to Chicago. When Dr. Rob- 
ertson was given-a chance to explain his posi- 
tion the request—which Rad been made by E. 
W. Reynolds—was not pressed. 


Dean Robertson Deceived. 

„I was not acquainted with the facts in the 
case, said Dean Robertson. Dr. Stevens 
the day he was made to quit the town, tele- 
phoned to me from Hammond, Ind., that five 
men, naming them, had called on him de- 
manding that he-leave the city or be snot. 

Last Saturday I sent an attorney to 
Hammond to consult with Stevens. I insist- 
ed that if he was innocent he return and 
face the charges. I told Dr. Stockdale if 
the charges were true such a man shou'd not 
be sent to Indiana or any other place exqept 
prison. I wanted him to have à fair show 
because I believed in him. Wheh presented 
with the written confession yesterday I be- 
came the man's bitterest enemy.” 

Dr. Stevens is 39 years old and is a gradu- 
ate of the American Moding! college of this 


city.

CHANCE UPSETS MURDER CASE 


Accidental Discovery of Bullet’s 
Size Prevents Conviction. 


STRONG Pag EALIA FLAT 


Angelo Serpico Almost a Victim’ of 


Circumstantial Evidence. 


A casual remark of a witness in Judge 
Chetlain's court yesterday saved a man from 
conviction of murder on circumstantial evi- 
dence, 

Indeed, the state had presented such seem- 
ingly conclusive proof that Angelo Serpico 
had killed Salvatore Serpico that conviction 
and a death penalty were almost certainly 
expected. This strong structure of proof 
built up by the state collapsed like a bubble 
when the case was about to go to the jury. 

A casual question asked of Dr. Warren 
Hunter, coroner’s physician, on cross exam- 
ination developed .nat Salvatore Serpico was 
killed with a bullet from a thirty-two caliber 
revolver. The defendant’s revolver was 
thirty-eight caliber. 

Prior to that important testimony Assist- 

ant State’s Attorney Fleming had presented 

a chain of evidence apparently complete.

That Angelo had followed Salvatore Serpico 
from the place.

Petro Bruno, whe knew both men, testified that 
he saw Angelo Serpico fire a shot. 


Saved by Physician’s Testimony. 


Against this array of evidence the defend-

He 
admitted having drawn a revolver, but was 
unable to explain the exploded cartridges, 
On cross examination by Mr. Fleming when 
asked to account for Salvatore Serpico’s 
death he said: 

Louis did it.“

in the saloon and who had since fled.

Although he was a witness for the state, he 
was called after the defense had put in its 
case by an agreement between the attorneys 
to prove merely the cause of death and that 
Salvatore really was dead. He expressed 
the opinion that death was due to shock and 
hemorrhage caused by the bullet wound.

HEINZE OUSTED BY RISK MEN 


Bae " 
Brother of Deposed -Banker Removed 
‘from Insurance Concern, 3 


New York, Oct. 25.—[Special.J-—C. W. 
Morse, who was eliminated from the bank- 
ing field late last Saturday night, has 
been forced out of two more of his strong- 
holds, the Consolidated Steamship lines and 
the American Ice company, and now his 
hold on the general financial field has been 
reduced practically to nothing. He has been 
completely eliminated from the reaim of high 
finance, and even his position among his 
associates, the near bankers, including the 
Heinzes and the Thomases, seriously jeop- 
ardised. | 

At a meeting today a plan for the reorgan- 
ization of the Consolidated Steamship com- 
pany was drawn up whereby Mr. Morse will 
have no further control of its management, 
each subsidiary being turned over for that 
purpose to Interests which were in control be- 
fore the arrival of Mr. Morse. It is under- 
stood Mr. Morse was forced by the string 
of the money market to go to men from 
whom he bought the control of the different 
companies which composed the Consolidated 
Steamship lines for funds with which to con- 
tinue the development of the company and 
that they agreed to help him out on condition 
that he retire from all connection with the 
concern except a nominal one and leave the 
management of the subsidiaries to them, 
each man taking over again the management 
of his own company. 


Lines Go Back to Former Owners. 


The reorganization plans to which Morse 
was forced to agree resulted in the restora- 
tion of the active management of the sub- 
sidiary companies in the Consolidated steam- 
ship lines to their former owners and man- 
agers. 

Calvir Austin, president of the Consoli- 
dated Steamship lines and the head of all the 
subsidiary companies, excepting the New 
York and Porto Rico steamships of Maine 
and New Tork, retired as president of the 
Ward & Mallory lines. He was succeeded 
by H. P. Booth and Henry R. Mallory re- 
spectively, who had formerly been at the 
head of these companies. 

Other changes were made as follows: F. D. 
Moony succeeded N. H. Campbell as secre- 
tary and treasurer of the Ward line, Harry 
H. Raymond succeeded Theodore H. Eger as 
vice president and general manager of the 
Clyde Steamship company; N. H. Campbell, 
secretary and treagurer of the same com- 
pany, gave way to E. A. Kelly. Harry H. 
Raymond was elected vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the Mallory Steamship com- 
pany, in place of F. C. Bimgle. Clifford D. 
Mallory, who had been assistant secretary 
in the company, was made secretary, suc- 
ceeding N. H. Campbell, who had held the 
position of secretary and treasurer.

tempt to Regain Paper 
from Trust Company. 


DOUBT CAST ON $1,000,000. 


Appointment of Receivers Dis- 
closes Questionable Securi- 
ties Among Assets. 


New York, Oct. 25.—{Special.J~—Attorney 
General Jackson said this afternoon that 
Davies, Stone & Auerbach, attorneys for the 
Knickerbocker Trust company, had recom- 
mended for one of the receivers of that com- 
pany & man who had attempted to get 
from the trust company a certain questiona- 
ble paper after the superintendent of banks 
had taken possession.”’ 

The attorney general made this statement 
when he was asked if there was any truth 
in the statement thet the Knickerbocker 
Girectors were dissatisfied with the receiver- 
ship proceedings which he brought this 
morning before Juetice Clark in specia] term 
of the Supreme court in Richmond county. 

The receivers appointed by Justice Clark 
are Ernst Thalmann of the banking firm of 
Ladenburg. Thalmann & Co.;: Otto T. Ban- 
nard, president of the New York Trust com- 
pany, and Henry C. Ide, former governor 
general of the Philippines. 

Attorney General’s Charge. 

I recommended these men, said the at- 
torney general. because I believed them to 
be the type of men who would take hold and 
put the bank on its feet. They were ap- 
pointed without reference to politics. As to 
my motives I am willing to be criti , but 
ifa motive ia to be sought one might be found 
in the fact that one of the men proposed by 
Davies, Stone & Auerbach, counsel for the 
Knickerbocker, was the man who attempted 
to get from the trust company a certain ques- 
tionablé paper after the superintendent of 
banks had taken possession. Upon my ad- 
vice the superintendent of banks refused to 
give up the paper.“ 5 

Mr. Jackson's secretary, who was author

When the attorney general's statement was 
brought to the attention of Julian T. Davies 
of the law firm of Davies, Stone & Auerbach, 
Mr. Davies went to the Hote] Manhatian, 
where the attorney general was taking din- 
ner, and in the presence of two reporters 
questioned the attorney general in regard to 
the alleged effort to get the paper from the 
Knickerbocker company. 

The attorney general declined to reiterate 
his statement in regard to the recommenda- 
tion made by the lawfirm. He supplemented 
his afternoon statement by saying that the 
efforts of the man who tried to get the paper 
consisted in an application by him to the 
representative of the banking department 
who was in charge of the Knickerbocker 
downtown office.

A resolution was 
offered and unanimously passed authorizing 
the executive board to report back to the 
local unions the removal of Sylvester J.

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CONVENTION CAN USE ARMORY 


Will Be Completed in Time for 
Presidential Nomination. 


SEATING SPACE FOR 15,000. 


To Be Arranged to Suit Convenience 
of National Committee. 


The new Seventh Regiment armory in 
Wentworth avenue, between Thirty-third 
and Thirty-fAfth streets, will be completed 
in time for the republican natlonal conven- 
tion, State Architect Zimmerman said yes- 
terday. The building will have a frontage 
of 105 feet on Wentworth avenue and a 
depth of 257 feet. It will be constructed of 
brick, steel, reinforced concrete, and fire- 
proofing, and as en att seat more 
than 15,000 people 

The roof will be dome shape and rise fifty- 
two feet above the floor at its highest point. 
It will be supported by steel truss frames 
resting on gigantic pillars built on a piling 
and concrete foundation. There will be a 
basement with concrete floor under the en- 
tire structure to be used for storage and 
other purposes. One of the most notable 
things in the construction will be the ab- 
sence of columne or supports of any kind 
interfering with the free use of the floor. 


Plenty of Light and Air. 

It will be one of the best lighted structures 
of its kind in the world. The dome will have 
large window space at both ends and along 
the sides, and the side walls will bepierced 

ith windows at short intervals. The heat- 

K plant will be steam and there will be a 


| perfected forced draft system of ventilation,

matter how big the crowd. The opening of 


the. windows in the dome would be sufficient 
to change the air every few minutes. 

The co y quarters on the ground floor 
will not built untl after the convention, 
as the floor space will be needed for the con- 
vention.

Tired of Being “Fall Guy.” 

This was the situation Senator Gardner 
confronted when he got busy trying to find 
out what support he could get in Chicago in 
fighting the Oglesby bill. He was converted 
at once to Mayor Busse’s way of thinking, 
and intimated pretty plainly that he was 
tired of being made a fall guy.“ If people 
more interested than he did not care to come 
out and oppose the bill he did not see why 
he should exert himself? 

“TI do not think the bill is a good one,” 
he said last evening, but it looks as if it 
would pass. In fact, it will be hard work to 
keep in line the sixteen senators necessary 
to prevent it from going through with an 
emergency clause.

We have a fairly good organization in 
the senate, but this looks like a time when 
it does not amount to much. What are you 
going to do when senators come to you and 
Lock at this! Both the house mem- 
bers from my district have voted for the bill 
and both of them are candidates for the sen- 
ate.

Assembly Might Have Stopped It. 


It is asking a good deal of human nature 
to expect the senators to stand up against the .

while the men looked over the business vehi- 
cles the women spent their time inspecting 
touring cars, landaulets, and Nmousines. 


Will Demonstrate Business Cars. 

The plan of the Automobile club's exhibi- 
tion committee of bringing the merchants 
and exhibiters of commercial vehicles to- 
gether early in the progress of the show 
proved a most excellent one, as many of the 
merchants who looked over the business cars 
tonight made arrangements to have demon- 
strations of these machines made for them 
before the end of the show next Thursday 
evening. The majority of the firms showing 
commercial vehicles brought several demon- 
strating machines to New York with them, 
and these cars will be kept busy for some 
time to come in filling engagements made last 
night. 

The merchants whose delivery services re- 
quire the use of heavy trucks were much in- 
terested, particularly as the American Motor 
Car Manufacturers’ association and the New 
York Automobile Trade association have suc- 
ceeded in having the embargo against gaso- 
line trucks oved so far as many of the 
steamship piers of this city are concerned, 
with fair prospects that all of the piers soon 
will be open to these vehicles.

IN KANSAS CITY THEATER CASE 


Judge Pollock Severely Criticises Meth- 
ods of Lower Tribunal in Its Efforts 
to Secure Sunday s. 


Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 25.—United mates 
District Judge John C. Pollock today made a 
severe criticism of the methods of Judge 
William M. Wallace of the Criminal court, 
who is endeavoring to close the Kansas City 
theaters on Sunday.

"ARREST OF SPIES 


STIRS THE FRENCH 


Two Men Seized Who Are 
Charged with Attempting 
to Sell War Secrets. 


SECOND DREYFUS AFFAIR. 


Chamber of Deputies, After Hear- 


ing Speeches, Votes Confi- 
dence in Government. 


PARIS. Oct. 25.—The arrest of Ensign 
Charles B. Ulimo of the French navy at 
Toulon yesterday on the charge of being a 
spy, and who later confessed to having ab- 
stracted a secret naval signal book and the 
naval cipher code, was followed today by 
the arrest at Vendéme of an officer named 
Berton, who is charged with negotiations 
with an agent of a foreign power for the sale 
of military secrets. The arrests arecreating 
@ great stir, and, as Ullmo ts a Jew, the 
papers term his case a second Dreyfus affair. 

It appears that Ullmo offered certain docu- 
ments to the minister of marine for $30,000, 
saying that unless his offer was accepted ha 
would sell them to a foreign power.

Relief Agencies Putting Forth Every 
Effort to Succor. 


[BY CABLE TO THR CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ROME, Oct. 20.—A corr pondent who 
reached Ferruszano on horseback yesterday 
found the town a mass of ruins, there being 
scarcely a single house standing. The roads, 
or rather mule tracks, leading to the place 
have been blotted out by landslides or car- 
ried away by the floods. Each ruined house 
has been converted into a tomb, occupied by 
the dead and living. A majority of the sur- 
vivors have fied. Those remaining are hop- 
ing that they will be able to rescue buried 


relatives. The latest reports place the dead 


at 600 and the injured at 1,000. 

The inhabitants are semi-nude, most of 
them wearing the night clothes they had on 
when the earthquake came. They are 
drenched, having no shelter from the stead- 
lly falling rain. Mute desperation and ter- 
ror are depicted on their faces and many of 
them weep silently. 


Busy with Relief Work. 

The parish priest is making 4 round of the 
ruined bomes, reciting prayers for the dead 
and administering extreme unction to the 
dying. Squads of soldiers are salving prop- 
erty and recovering bodies. Most of the in- 
jured are sheltered in military tents. The 
doctors are kept busy attending them. A 
long row of bodies is awaiting identitication 
and in half dug graves, which are flooded. 
The torrential rain increases the desolation 
and renders the work of rescue difficult. 
The scenes witnessed are heartrending. 

Cardinal Portanova, archbishop of Reggio 
di Calabria, and the bishops are distributing 
the pope's first contribution of 510,000. It is 
likely that the king will visit Calabria. More 
than $60,000 has been contributed for relief 
work, the king’s donation being 320,000.

Speculative Finance Deelared to 
Be a Burden on Commerce. 


ROOSEVELT IDEA IS UPHELD.

Commissioner Clark Says President Is 
Pursuing Right Course. 


Speculative financing,” as a controlling 
factor in railroading, was denounced as fatal 
to the prosperity of rafiroads and the coun- 
try by E. E. Clark, member of the inter- 
state commerce commission, in an address 
delleverd last evening before the Traffic 
club. 

Going tnto the causes of the present stock 
and money troubles, as they affect the rail- 
roads, Mr. Clark declared that {t was net 
President Roostvelt’s policy but the policy 
of the law breakers who have been exposed, 
that was to blame for the flurry.“ The 
president's policy, he said, was that of the 
and those who wish to profit 
by it should also be willing to giveone. 

It was the opening meeting of the club for 
the year’s activities, and took the form 
‘of.a banquet at the Grand Pacific hotel. The 

subject of discussion was car efficiency, but 
the speakers found this a profitable topic 
ng en wearily all of of the industrial 
evils. 


Why Railroads Are Hampered. 

The railroads have signally failed to keep 
up facilities for moving freight with the in- 
creasing „business of the country,“ said Mr. 
Clark. “ This is partly due to the unprece- 
dented increase in the volumie of business to 
be handled. The more important reason, 
however, is the speculative financing which, 
almost without exception, controls the coun- 
try’s railroads. Roads probably never will 
keep pace with business developments until 
they cease to be operated as speculations. 
It is imperative that they furnish proper fa- 
cilities for getting on a solid business basis. 

Many persons have declared it is the 
president’s policy which is responsible for 
present difficulties in the financial world. 
They hold the president responsible for the 
shrinkage in values, saying his policy has 
frightened investors. I do not subscribe to 
this belief. If it were true, however, it 
should not move the president one iota from 
5 purpose of prosecuting violators of the 
aw. 


Country Saved from Disaster. 

There is little doubt that the policy of the 
administration may have caused some to 
hesitate in investing. The policy is not to 
bl@me, however, It ig the exposures that 
have been brought about by this policy—the 
discovery of irregularities in high places— 
that has caused the trouble. 

No matter what the ideas of interested 
persons, I have no doubt that history will 
give President Roosevelt his proper place. 
He will be credited with saving his country 
from dire disaster. He pursues no particular 
persons or interests. He has taught Many 
peaple that the proper manner of viewing the 
right or wrong of a fifiancial deal is not 
merely whether it will land the principals in 
the case in the penitentiary, but whether it 
should or should not be carried out because 
ofits real worth. 

* Rallroad regulation by state and nation- 
al government, each in its proper sphere, is 
essential. Such regulation must be firm, 
sane, reasonabie, and just. The railroads 
must make uniform rules, not necessarily 
the same at all seasons of the year, as busi- 
ness changes with the months, but uniform to 
all shippers. 

“If the railroads are not strong enough 
to make and enforce such rules, the federal 
government must step in andassume a meas- 
ure of control. in their affairs.“ 


Car Shortage Is Discussed. 

E. B. Boyd, manager of transportation for 
the board of trade, had considerable to criti- 
cise in the railroads and also the shippers be- 
cause of the present carshortage. While the 
shippers were to blame in some instances, 
he said, the railroads appeared to be blama- 
ble to a greater extent. 

We, the shippers, protest strongl y against 
the disposition, of the common carriers to 
generalize upon the sins of the public in 
respect to abuses of car privileges, said Mr. 
Boyd. While a class of shippere hangs on 
to cars, using them as waréhouses, the other 
class, which has its own storehouses and 
promptly unloads its cars, should mot be made 
to suffer because of the first class.

Tunnel President to Talk. 

As a preliminary to the further investiga- 
tion of the merits of the automatic telephone 
system, Samuel McRoberts, president of the 
tunnel company, will appear before the com- 
mittee on gas, oil, and electric light. He will 
be dccompanied by N. C. Sears, general 
counsel for the corporation. * Both were in-

The City club, whose special telephone com- 
mittee made a report in favor of the auto- 
matic telephone system, will hold a general 
discussion of the subject next week. 

A subcommittee of the council committee 
on gas, oil, and electric light will report today 
that the tunnel company is acting within the 
provisions of its ordinance—that it has facil- 
ities for 22,215 telephones. The ordinance 
requires that it shall have the equipment 
necessary to operate 20,000 telephones by 
Jan. 1, 1909. The telephones now in use 
number 5,516. The corporation would be 
living up to the provisions of the ordinance 
if it had 2,000 phones in present operation. 

From the corporation counsel's office came 
an opinion that the IHinois Telephone and 
Telegraph company had the right to assign 
all its rights and privileges to the Illinois 
Tunnel company. This effectually disposes 
of a legal proposition that had bothered the 
council committee. 


Fifty-six Miles of Conduits. 

W. J. C. Kenyon, general manager and vice 
president of the Tunnel company, who has 
been at the head of the works for a little 

over three months and made things move 
fast in that time, said: 

‘‘ Fifty-six miles of conduits have been cop- 
structed out of a total of sixty. The last four 
miles still to be constructed consist of con- 
nections with railroads and business houses. 
Connection has been established with fifteen 
of the largest business houses and we are 
preparing to connect with thirty-five others. 
The remaining sections ot the tunnel system 
are being excavated at the rate of 300 feet 
a day. 

“Telephone wires have been laid all 
through the business section of the city. They 
have not been connected with all the busi- 
ness houses, fog we are waiting for connec- 
tion with the buildings through our conduits. 
When we complete the tunnel, by the first of 

next year, we will have the right to string 
our telephone wires throughout the city on 

les. 

‘We will not follow the shut out policy of 
the Chicago Telephone company. We will 
connect with any independent company that 
desires entrance into Chicago, or we will con- 
nect with the Bell Telephone company. We 
will serve the public in any way the public 
wishes, and it is a well known fact that there 
are more independent telephones than Bell 
telephones clamoring for commedtion with 
Chicago.“

WANT FILIPINO PROTECTED. 


Members of Lake Mohonk Conference 
Adopt Resolutions Lauding Attitude 
Toward Redman and Urging Laws. 


Lake Mohonk, N. Y., Oct. 25.—[Special.]— 
The platform adopted today at the Mohonk 
conference contains laudatory expressions 
regarding the government's attitude toward 
the Indians during the last twenty-five years. 
It also announces satisfaction at the Indian's 
progress in education during that period. 

Resolutions were adopted urging congress 
to so administer the affairs of the Philippine 
islands that cemmercial considerations 
would be secondary to the nation’s ‘‘ moral 
obligations”’ to the islanders. 

Reduction of duties on the island's products 
shipped to America; an educational system of 
high standard and training of the natives in 
the duties and rights of citizenship; admis- 
sion of Porto Ricans to citizenship, regulation 
of the opium traffic, and suspension of the 
shipping act so far as America’s island pos- 
sessions are concerned also were advocated. 


NORTHWEST FACES CAR FAMINE. 


Despite Efforts of Railroads to Prevent 
It Shortage of Rolling Stock 
Seems Sure. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—[Special.}—In 
spite of herculean efforts on the part of the 
railroads of the northwest, a car shortage 
exists which is delaying the movement of the 
grain crop and which threatens another fuel 
famine the coming winter. 

Interstate Commerce Commissioner Lane 
called at the White house today and discussed 
with the president the car shortage situa- 
tion. He said that strikes of railroad ma- 
chinists have embarrassed the Northern Pa- 
cific, not only in dispatching of trains but 
in making improvements under way. 

During the last year the Northern Pacific 
has added 10,000 cars and 260. engines to its 
equipment, but a car shortage seems cer- 
tain. i 


IS LAW TO IIS ELF. 


Judge Mack Finds Commis- 
sion Is Not Compelled to 
Advertise for Bids. 


Injunction Against Its Street 
Paving Contraet Refused 
by Court. 


The south park commission is in a class by 
itself. It knows no law save its own charter, 
granted in 1869. It has more power than the 
city council or any other municipal body. It 
has greater authority than any other park 
board in the city. If it sees fit it may award 
a private contract. It is not compelled to 
secure competitive bids, although annually 
it controls millions of dollars. 

All this was decided yesterday, when Judge + 
Mack denied an injunction sought by the 
Barber Asphalt company to prevent the south 
park commissioners from carrying out the 
provisions of a private contract. The contract 
had been made to the Bitulithic company for 
the pavement of Michigan avenue, between. 
Twenty-second and Twenty-third streets, 
and other thoroughfares. . 

Petitioner Charges Monopoly. 

It was claimed by the petitioner the bid 
of the Warren Bros. of Boston, through the 
Bitulithic company, under the terms of the 
a enjoyed practically a monop- 
oly. 

The Barber company claimed it was unable 
to compete, and that the Bitulithic company 
was the only bidder. 

The materials to be used in the pave- 
ments,“ the bill of complaint charged, were 
required to be laid with patented machinery, 
the rights of which were held by the War- 
ren Bros. The materials to be used were or 
little difference and could have beep supplied 
at less cost than that at which the contract 
was awarded.”’ 

The commissioners did not deny the al- 
legation. They contented themselves with 
setting forth that they had conducted busi- 
ness in the same manner for the last thirty- 
eight years, and never before had their 
rights to award private contracts been dis- 
puted. 

‘Good Business, Lawyer Claims. 

“In this case,” said their attorney, R. P. 
Hollett, “the private contract was awarded 
tor $4,000 less than two bids that had been 
received in response to advertisements, and 
the board secured a ten year longer guaranty 
for the pavement.” 


The board wae inclined to regard with 


some indignation the theory that it should 
be restricted by the same red tape as 
other public bodies. Arguments in the case 
consumed two days. Judge Mack then held 
that the board was legally authorized to 
award contracts without competitive bidding 
under its charter of 1869. 

This charter was granted when Washing- 
ton and Jackson parks ¢onsisted largely of 
swamps and when the board controlled an- 
nually only a few dollars each year.

A CONFERENCE ON TRUSTS. 

The Civic federation conference on trusts 
has adjourned after four days of interest- 
ing and valuable discussion. 

The speakers at the conference did not 
agree in the legislative or administrative 
remedies which they proposed for existing 
evils. But it was the general sense of a 
body representative of widely different n- 
terests that present conditions call for new 
legislation. 

The Sherman law, which was enacted in 
the interest of free competition and to 
protect the public, will have to be supple- 
mented by additional legislation, whatever 
its value may have been at one time, or 
might have been if it had been universally 
enforced. 

The resolutions adopted by the confer- 
ence will commend themselves to thinking 
men. A competent conwmission should be 
created by congress for the consideration 
of all the great problems which have re- 
sulted from the enormous Industrial devel- 
opment of the country and from the mer- 
ger of great railroad and other corporate 
interests. And it is equally important 
that there should be legislation along the 
lines recommended by the president per- 
mitting reasonable agreements between 
railroads subject to the approval of the 
government.

Baroness Vaughan—the ex-modiste who has 
succeeded the so-called Queen of the Con- 
go in his affections. 

No one knows with any certainty whether 
the king is married to this lady and if the 
son which she has borne him is or is not le- 
gitimate, E 

It must be thoroughly borne in mind that 
neither the Belgian nor yet the French code 
provides for rganatic marriages. Any 
matrimonial alliance contracted in these 
countries is a full fledged marriage, legiti- 
matizing the iss Uf course, the legitimacy 
of the boy of ness Vaughan would not 
affect the succession to the Belgian crown, 
where the consent of the government is re- 
quired to marriages of the royal house, 
which has ce ly not been given in the 
present case. But it is different with the Congo 
Free State, and unless the imperding con- 
ference of the great powers takes the action 
so strongly urged upon it by the humanitarian 
societies in all parts of the world, and de- 
prives Leopold without delay of his oppres- 
sive sovereignty over that part of Africa, 
the world may suddenly be confronted by 
the investure of Baroness Vaughan’s little 
boy with the rights of succession to the sov- 
ereignty: of the Congo, rights which would 
become active at once in the event of the 
septuagenarian Leopold's sudden death, 
and a will of his being found bequeathing his 
scepter over the Congo to his little son. 
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The child is at present living with his 
mother and father at the chäteau de Lor- 
moy, hear Paris, rented by the king from the 
American widow of the great French sugar 
refiner, Henri Say, and it seems that all sorts 
of precautions have been inaugurated to 
prevent any kidmaping of the child, “the 
French gendarmes and agents de sureté (as 
the French secret service men are called) 
having strict orders never to leave the child’s 
perambulator out of their sight when he is 
taking his daily airing in the large park sur- 
rounding the chateau. They are assisted in 
thelr duties within the precinct’ of the do- 
main by members of the king’s palace guard 
at Laeken, while the men servants about the 
place wear the King's livery. 

The attitude of hostility in which England 
now finds itself involved with King Leopold 
II. in connection with the Congo offers a 
striking contrast to the affectionate relations 
which existed between his father, Leopold I., 
and Queen Victoria, as illustrated by the 
volumes of her Letters and Correapond- 
ence just published in London, with Lord 
Esher and Arthur Benson as compilers and 
Edward VII. in person revising editor. 
Thesg letters show that the queen treated 
the late King Leopold not merely as the 
guardian of her childhood but also as a dearly 
loved father and most intimate and trusted 
counselor, while he himself bestowed upon 
her a degree of paternal love never accorded 
to his own children. In those days the inter- 
course between the courts of Brussels and of 
St. James was of the most intimate nature. 
Today Leopold looks upon England and her 
ruler as his chief and most relentless foes,

In the oratorical effusions which have sig- 
nalized the welcome home of Portugal'’scrown 
prince from his tour of the vast possessiona 
of the Portuguese crown in Africa, repeated 
reference has been made to Portugal's most 
famous explorer, Vasco de Gama, whose 
passage for the first time round the cape of 
Good Hope to the East Indies furnished the 
inspiration and the theme to the great epic 
poem of Camoens, Portugal's most illustrious 
poet. But in these speeches no mention 
seems to have been made of the principal ob- 
ject of the voyage of Vasco da Gama—name- 
ly: the hope of cheapening the price of pepper. 

Pepper has played a far more important 
r6le in the history of the world than most 
people would be willing to believe. We know 
that there were many bags of pepper in the 
great store of spices which the queen of She- 
ba, direct ancestress of the present emperor 
of Abyssinia, brought to King Solomon when 
she paid her memorable visit to Jerusalem. 
We know also that several hundredweights 
of pepper aided materially in the ransom of 
Rome from the hordes of the Goths. Alaric 
and his captains, in spite of their being bar- 
barians, were gourmets who appreciated at 
its true value the most finely flavored of all 
spices. | 
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And it is a matter of record that, owing 
to the Dutch having raised the price of pep- 
per from 8 shillings (75 cents) to 8 S- 
lings ($2) a pound, the merchants of London 
held a meeting at Founders’ hall, with the 
lord mayor in the chair, on the 22d of Septem- 
ber, 1590, and agreed then and there to found 
an association for trading directly with India. 
Such was the beginning of the old East India 
company, which eventually developed into 
Great Britain’s vast oriental empire, with its 
population of 300,000,000. 

Nor are many people aware of the fact that 
Peter Piper,” who is recorded in the nursery 
rhymes as having picked a peck of peppers, 
bears the classical name of the pepper which 
he possibly picked. For “piper nigrum ”’ is 
the correct botanical name of black pepper. 
Peter means a rock, and the finest quality of 
Malabar pepper, that variety which has 
gained for. Malabar its preéminence in the 
spice markets of the world, is locally known 
as kulloo vully, signifying the rock vine.” 
The reason why it is thus called is owing 
to the fact that it manifests a preference for 
clinging to rocksand great bowlders.

Brooks Adams on Trust Conference. 

. Chicago, Oct. 26.—[ditor of The Tribune) 
~The conclusions reached in the resolutions 
adopted by the convention called by the Na- 
tional Civic federation on trusts and combi- 


gress should organize a nonpartisan commis- 
sion to consider a revision of the Sherman 
act and kindred legisiation is the best ex- 
pedient which could be adopted. But in its 
premises the committee on resolutions seems 
to have missed the pith of this controversy. 
In the second paragraph of the report of the 
committee on resolutions the committee 
states that the enforcement of the Sherman 
act has been accomplished; that the suprema- 
cy of the law has been asserted. Were such 
the fact there would be little need for going 
further. Unfortunately the statement is in- 
correct. The controversy touching trustein its 
last analysis reduces itself to a question as 
to whether the law shall be enforced equally 
against all, whether they are rich or poor, 
weak or strong, & whether there shall be a 
privileged class above the law. 

For a whole generation such a privileged 
Class has existed in the United States, who 
have practically controlled legislators and ex- 
ecutives, and even courts of justice It was 
the rise of this class which caused the enact- 
ment of the Sherman act, a statute devised 
with the purpose of restraining privilege. 
For many years the Sherman act lay prac- 
tically dormant because those who violated 
it were too powerful to be coerced. By a 
series of unforeseen events a man at last 
became president who undertook to enforce 
this law without respect to persons. The re- 
sult hag been a bitter resistance, and as yet 
no single powerful offender has been pun- 
ished. 

, The situation is thie! Governments have a 
variety of duties which they are bound to 
perform. They may elect to perform many 
of these duties personally or by agents. 
Among such duties are the building and reg- 
ulation of highways, the providing of water, 
gas, and other publicnecesgariea, If the gov- 
ernment chooses to use an agent for such a 
purpose and grants to that agent the power 
of taxation, under the guise of levying rates 
for the use of the necessary, it is obvious 
that government must regulate the {mposi- 
tion of this tax as it would regulate the im- 
position of any other tax. If it does not reg- 
ulate the tax it grants an irresponsible power 
of taxation to private persons to use for their 
selfish interest, and not for the public wel- 
fare. Thi is the worst form of arbitrary 
government, and one which has invariably 
led to revolt. The reason why it must lead 
to revolt is palpable. Men only consent to 
obey a government when they feel that that 
government exercises the trust which they 
repose in it equally for the welfare of all. 
If a government exercises its powers for 
the benefit of certain privileged persons that 
government ceases to command the consent 
of the governed and must repose on force. It 
is because monopolies enjoying grants of 
sovereign power to levy rates, or, in other 
words, to levy taxation, have prostituted that 
power of taxation to enrich private persons 
instead of using it for the common welfare 
that the country has arisen in insurrection 
against the trusts. The struggle which the 
people are now entering upon is a struggle 
for the assertion of popular sovereignty, or 
equality before the law, as distinguished from 


existed and still exists, The effort isto bring 
the possessors of grants of sovereign power 
under the coercion of laws equal to all. This 
is the crux of the conflict, and unless this 
great principle is recognized at the outset 
it ts improbable that much relief can be 
obtained from any legislation which can be 
passed. The tendency is always to emascu- 
late statutes in favor of the class which is

WHAT IS A WATT? 
{From the Electrical Review.} 

In the electrical world one hears and reads 
a great deal about watts.“ The current is 
measured by watts; the machinery is rated 
by watts; lamps burn by watts. To the or- 
dinary layman all this talk of watts ” is as 
mystifying as the death of the late akhood 
of Swat, 

The man to whom we owe the idea of the 
horse power was a Scottish inventor, James 
Watt, and when the electric unit involving 
the idea of working capacity came to be for- 
mulated: the name of Watt was chosen to 
indicate this unit, just as that of Volta has 
given.us the term volt and Faraddy the 
fared, 

Watt considered that taking the average, a 
London dray horse was capable of doing the 
work of lifting 83,000 pounds through one foot 
of distance in one minute of time against 
gravity. The introduction of this time limit, 
the minute, gave the unit of power or rate of 

performing work. This or its equivalent has 
ever since been called a horse power. 

The electrical unit called the watt is capa- 
ble of being represented fn terms of the 
horse power, and in that form it ts perhaps 
more intelligible to those who are familiar 

with mechanical rather than with electrical 
expressions. The electrical watt is the prod- 
uct of volts multiplied by amperes, where 
the volt is the unit of electrical pressure and 
the ampere is the unit of measuring the dens- 
ity or volume of an electrical current. 

Careful experiments have demonstrated 
that 746 watts per second are equal to 550 
foot pounds per second, or to state the 
equation in ite usual form, 746 watts equal 
one horse power. The form in which elec- 
trical power generally is sold is computed 
on the basis of kilowatt hours. The

Sinding’s Rondo Infinito seems to have 
precious little to do with the Drachmann 
poem that is- affixed to it, but musically it 
is a decidedly attractive and effective piece 
of writing. It is brilliantly colored, it is 
bullt on virile, healthy thematic material, 


and it has spontaneity and animation of- 


spirit as well as admirable technical work- 
manship to lend it value. It was spendidly 
played, and was received with hearty ap- 
proval. 

The Brahms symphony was given in su- 
perb manner. Mr. Stock’s love for the crea- 
tions of the Hamburg master is known, and 
yesterday both he and hig men threw them- 
selves with devotion and enthusiasm into 
the presentment of the great work. It is 
by no means the most appealing of the 
Brahms symphonies, for there is in it much 
of that peculiarly bitter tang in harmony 
and in melody which 1s in a large measure 
@istinctively Brahmsian and which makes 
the work one that is liked only after the 
hearer has become acquainted with it. It 
ia-not music that wears its heart on its top- 
most melodic line, and only to the sym- 
pathetic and sincere listener does it reveal 
ite true inner meaning and beauty. The 
bigness and solidity of the man mind that 
created it is felt instantly, but the full worth 
of the création itself becomes clear only 
with acquaintance. Nobly wag the sym- 
phony interpreted yesterday, and splendidly 
did Mr. Stock and his men acquit them- 
selves. In memory will linger the fine lyric 
sweep of the performance of the beautiful 
Andante, and the warmth and geniality tha 
marked the happy allegretto. — :

Miss Goodson came forward unostenta- 
tiously, but with the long, easy, swinging 
walk that 1s typically English. Dressed in 
a trailing, clinging gown of velvet of a 
peculiarly soft greenish blue shade, she was 
a personage distinctly different from those 
usual om the concert platform. She ac- 
knowledged her welcome gracefully, and, 
seating herself, nodded her readiness to Mr. 
Stock. The first movement of the Grieg 
Concerto had not progressed far until the 
intelligent listener realized that a pianist 
and a musician of uncommon worth was at 
the piano. The composition has been played 
here frequently at the Thomas concerts, but 
it is believed that never before bas it been 
as poetically interpreted and tonaly as 
beautifully given as it was yesterday by Miss 
Goodson. 

Her technic is of the ample sort that every 
concert planist possesses nowadays, but it 
does not consist in digital dexterity and 
muscular power alone, There is beauty and 
charm in its every part—the piano sings 
under her fingers, and even the brilliant or 
showy phrase takes on softness and loveli- 
ness of quality. The instrument becomes 
the medium not of display dut of musical 
expression under her hands, and listening 
grows into a satisfaction and ajoy. Every- 
thing yesterday was done in a manner which 
told of high and thorough musicianship, of 
sincerity and earnestness of artistic pur- 
pose and intent, 

The attitude of the player during the or- 
chestral tuttis was characteristic evidently 
of her relationship to her art. She turned 
frequently toward the players and, forget- 
ful of audience and of self, devoted her atten- 
tion to the musical utterance there being 
voiced. The composition and its interpreta- 
tion were clearly the sole object of her pres- 
ence on the platform, and Mr. Stock, the men 
of the orchestra, and the audience responded 
in kind. The result was a synipathy which 
made possible a performance truly notable 
one which the listeners received with acciaim 
and which won for the pianist so sincere and 
spontaneous an approval that not only was 
she recalled again and again, but the ap- 
plause which answered her when finally she 
moved toward the piano and evidenced her 
readiness to play an additional number told 
of true delight. She gave an exquisitely 
lovely and poetic performance of Richard 
Strauss’ little known “ Reverie,” and but 
deepened the uncommonly fine impression 
she had made in the Concerto. It ib to da 
hoped that the season will afford opportunity 
for hearing Miss Goodson here in recital.

Becomes Queen of England. 

In June, 1830, George IV. died and Will- 
lam IV. succeeded to the throne. He had no 
legitimate offspring and it was therefore 
practically certain that if the Princess Vic- 
toria outlived her uncle she would succeed 
him on the throne. The duchess of Kent 
at once began the education of a queen. 
The king died in 1887 and the Princess Vic- 
toria succeeded him, and by her accession to 
the throne “reinstated the English mon- 
archy in the affections of the people.“ 

The young princess was high spirited and 
willful, but “ devotedly affectionate, and al- 
most typically feminine.“ She also had 
“strong monarchical views and dynastic 
sympathies, but she had no aristocratic 
preferences, at the same time she had no 
democratic principles, but belſleved firmly in 
the due subordination’ of classes. 

One of the greatest blessings of Queen 
Victoria's girlhood was that she was brought 
closely under the influence of “an en- 
lightened and large minded prince,“ Leopold, 
her maternal uncle. Another person who 
had a large share in forming the queen’s 
character was Louise, afterwards Baroness 
Lehzen, the daughter of a Hanovarian 
clergymen, who first came to England as 
governess to her half-sister, Princess Feo- 
dore. Baron Stockmar was another valu- 
able friend, though the English public ob- 
jected to his influence because he was a 
German. . 

10 my mind, the most interesting letters 
in these volumes are those that passed be- 
tweem the queen and King Leopold. Her maj- 
esty kept up an unbroken correspondence 
with him and wrote as fully as she would 
to her own father. 


Leopold Suggests Albert. 

One great bond between Queen Victoria 
and her uncle, Leopold, was that he was the 
first to suggest Prince Albert as her consort, 
when she was still a princeee. To quote from 
‘her first Lotte on this subject, written after 
a “look at meeting: 

„% must thank you, my beloved uncle, for 
the prospect of great happiness you have con- 
tributed to give me, in the person of dear Albert. 
Allow me, then, my dearest uncle, to tell you 
how delighted I am with him, and how much I 
like him in every way. He possesses every qual- 
ity that could be desired to render me perfectly 
happy. He is so sensible, so kind, and se good, 
and so amiable, too. He has, besides, the most 
pleasing and delightful exterior and appearance 
you can possibly see.“ 

Puts Serious Questions to Uncle. 

This was in 1886. Again in 1839, she isnow 
queen, she wrote King Leopold:

Calm Nearing the Accession. 

When William IV. was on his deathbed 
and the little princess knew that it would not 
be long before she wore the crown, she looked 
her position calmly in the face, and wrote 
her uncle:

suppose myself quite equal to all; I trust, how-. 
ever, that with good will, honesty, and_ocovrage 
I shall not, at all events, fail. Your advice is 
most excellent, and you may depend upon it I 
shall make use of it, and follow it, as also wha* 
Stockmar says. I never showed myself, openly, 
to belong to any party, and I do not belong to any 
party. The administration will undoubtedly be 
well received by me, the more so as I have real 
confidence in them, and in particular in Lord | 
Melbourne, who is «a straightforward, honest, 
clever, and good man,“ 

The king died and the new queen wrote a 
letter of condolence to his wife, her aunt, the 
Dowager Queen Adelaide. to which the latter 
replied, subscribing herself as always your 
majesty’s most affectionate friend, aunt, and 
subject.“ Such is the whirligig of time! 


Incident of the Coronation. 

The next great event was the coronation, a 
full description of which the queen gives in 
her journal. Amid all thisexcitement, pomp, 
and ceremony the queen had eyes for her 
governess. She writes in her journal: 

% There was another most dear being present 
at this ceremony, in the box immediately above 
the royal box, and who witnessed all; it was my 
dearly beloved angelic Lehzen, whose eyes I 
caught when on the throne, and we exchanged 
miles. 

On being asked, after the ceremony, if she 
was not tired, the queen replied that the 
crown hurt her a great deal. I daresay that 
it hurt her a great deal more before she was 
done with 1m. 

I am surprised to find this curious bit of bad 
writing in an official letter from the queen to 
Lord Melbourne in regard to Sir Robert Peel: 

* The queen don’t like his manner after—O! 
hew different, how dreadfully different, to that 
frank, oen, natural, and msot kind, warnt man- 
ner of Lord Melbourne.. The duke I like by far 
better to Peel.“ 


In a Clash with Peel. 

When the latter was at the head of the gov- 
ernment he wanted the queen to change her 
ladies in waiting, but she stood firm, declar- 
ing that her ladies are entirely her own 
affair and not the minister’s.’’ On this sub- 
ject she wrote to her uncle: 

Tou will easily imagine that I firmly resist- 
ef this attack upon my power, from these peo- 
ple who pride themselves upon upholding the pre- 
rogative! I acted quite alone, but I have been, 
ahd shall be, supported by my country, who are 
very enthusiastic about it, and loudly cheered me 
on going to church on Sunday. My government 
have nobly stood by me, and have resumed their 
posts, strengthened by teh feelings of the coun- 
try.“ 

Her Engagement to Albert. 

This was before she had Prince Albert’s 
advice to lean upon. Shortly after this she 
made the declaration of her matrimonial in- 
tentions to the council, and this is what she 
wrote to Prince Ajbert in regard to her 
sensations: - 

„It was rather an awful moment, to be obliged 
to announce this to % many people, many of 
whom were quite strangers, but they told me I 
did it very well, and I felt so happy to do it. 
Good Lord Melbourne was deeply moved about 
it, and Uxbridge, likewise; it lasted only two or 
three minutes. Everybody, they tell me, is very 
much pleased, and I wish you could have seen 
the crowds of people who cheered me loudly as f 
left the palace for Windsor. I am te happy to- 
day. O0, if only you could be here! 

„ Bend me as soon as possible the report of the 
announcement at Coburg. I wear your dear pio- 
ture mornings and evenings, and wore it also at 
the meeting of the conseil.“ 

Gives Albert a Rebuff. 

Notwithstanding her great love for Albert 
there were some things that she as queen 
could?’ not permit. One was the choosing of 
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his own suite. This was done for him, and 
she wrote, they were not yet married: “ As 
to your wish about your 3 
Albert, I must tell you quite 
it will not do.“ 
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most excellent Albert. Once more I tell you that. 
you can perfectly rely on me in these matters.

Evidently Albert didnot Hke being left out 
in the choice of his gentlemen, for in another “ 
letter she writes: , 


„Now, my dearest, to be about, what, is not 
so pleasant or amusing. I mean, now busi- 
ness. I am much grieved that you feel disap- 
pointed about my wish respecting your gentle- 
men, but very glad that you consent to it, and 
that you feel confidence in my choloe.”” \ 
Even Uncle Leopold could not always have 
his way. To Albert she writes: 


“I have received today an ungracious letter 
from Unole Leopold. He appears to me to be 
nettled because I no longer asked for his advice, 
but dear uncle is given to believe that he must 
rule the roost everywhere, However, that is not 
a neocessity.’’ 


Writes Leopold of Her Boy. 


The queen’s! annoyance with her uncle did 
not last long. She was soon again on the 
old affectionate terms with him, asking hie 
advice and taking it as a dutiful niece should 
in the circumstances. Here is part of one 
of her majesty’s family letters to her uncle: 
1 wonder very much who little boy 
King Edward VII. will be like. You will under- 
stand bow fervent my prayers and I am sure 
everybody’s must be, to see him resemble his 
angelic dearest father in every, every respect, both 
in body and mind. O! my dearest uncle, I am 
sure if you knew how happy, how blessed I feel, 
and how proud I feel in possessing auch a per- 
fect being as my husband, as he is, and if you 
think that you have been instrumental in bring- 
ing about this union, it must gladden your 
heart! How happy should I be to see our child 
stow up just like him! Dear Pussy the Em- 
press Frederio, mother of the present emperor 
of Germany, traveled with us and behaved like 
4 grown up person, so quiet and looking about 
and coquetting with the hussars on either side 
of the carriage.“ 


Disturbed by Cares of State. 


It ip a pity to see a women who so loved 
peace and her family disturbed by cares of 
state. Her ministers were not always to her 
mind, and, as for Palmerston, he was down- 
right rude. Ware distrubed her, and even 
the victories of her armies did not make her 
happy, because of the price paid for them. 
She thought not so much of the proud sur- 
vivors as of the widowsand orphans of those 
who were killed. And yet she never shirked 
her duty, whether it was for War or peace. 
Many times she was obliged to curb her in- 
clinations for reasons of state, as when Louis 
Philippe and his queen were obliged to flee

Trade in the Chicago District 
‘Maintains Steady Course, 
with Bright Outlook. 


G00D SHOWING BY BANKS 


Prosperous Condition of Agrieul- 
tural Interests Affords En- 
couragement. 


In its weekly review of Chicago trade, 
Dun’s Review, published today by R. G. 
Dun & Co., will say: 

Trade maintains a steady course, and, 
aside from the sentimental effect of financial 
troubles in the east, there is sustained con- 
fidence felt here as to the outlook. Transpor- 
tation ot finished materials, general merchan- 
dise, and other commodities exceed’ that at 
this time last year, and, while the aggregate 
of new demands for manufactures has ner- 
rowed, there is seasonable activity in most 
lines of distribution. 

Payments through the banks again make 
a largely increased showing, legitimate dis- 
count requirements are promptly extended 
to responsible borrowers, and there is less 
general pressure for money for commercial 
purposes, but an increased number of trad- 
ing defaults appears this week, indicating 
further elimination of weak ooncerns. 

„% Most banking accommodation for indus- 
trial purposes is amply provided for until 
the turn of the year, and, while the drain of 
currency to move crops has become heavier, 
there is no apparent reason to question the 
soundness of business. Were there any ex- 
isting difficulty in disposing of the products 
of the soil or evidence of shrinkage in the 
purchasing power some apprehension might 
ensue, but crop marketings continue in ex- 
cess of the high aggregate a year ago. 


Increased Sales of Oereals. 

Buying of the breadstuffs has lost none of 
its recent remarkable strength and ship- 
ments bulk largely over same last year, those 
of wheat being fifteen times and of corn 
three times greater. All other cereals and 
flour average increased sales for both do- 
mestic and foreign consumption and, not- 
withstanding some decline brought about by 
enforced liquidation, prices bring excep- 
tional profits. 
„% The prosperous position of the agricul- 
tural interests is a factor which affords 
much encouragement and is being made clear 
by swelling deposits at country banks and 
— * ——— 
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kor improvements. 

Buyers from the interior attend the 
wholesale markets in considerable num- 
bers, and there is gratifying receipt of mail 
orders, inclyding some for reassortments. 
Bookings continue comparing favorably in 
the leading staples, especially textiles, foot- 
wear, men's wear, and food products, and 
the outside demand is good for furniture and 
hardware. Road salesmen have fair success 
in spring wares, and since cotton fabrics were 
made\cheaper there has been easier selling. 

Raw materials exhibit no decline in the 
volume of absorption. Consumers hold out 
for concessions and prices reflect an easier 
tone, although these are quoted unchanged in 
iron, steel, hides, and leather Deliveries of 
finished materials from the mills and fac- 
tories are made more promptl and there is 
steady running of furnaces and machinery. 


Freight Tonnage Is Large. 
“Despite additions to equipment Chicago 
steam roads are sevérely taxed in freight 
operations, but earnings are better than last 
year’s, and the approaching close of naviga-. 
tion stimulates increased * of iron 
ore, forest products, and coal. 

“ The total movement of grain at this port, 
13,375,766 bushels, compares with 12,278,364 
bushels last week and 9,301,877 bushels in 
1906. Compared with those ef last year in- 

creases appear in receipts 2.3 per cent and 
shipments 130.2 per cent. Receipts of live 
stock were 840,454 head, against $38,228 head 
last week and 338,466 head fast year. 
ceipts of hides declined to 2,441,235 pounds, 
against 3,014,512 pounds last week and 2,081,- 
777 pounds a year ago. Lumber receipts rose 
to 69,525,000 feet, against 51,280,000 feet last 
week and 47,308,000 feet last year. Compared 
with the closings a week ago prices show no 
change in sheep, but are lower in wheat, 1% 
cents a bushel; corn and oats, 2% cents; cat- 
tle, 20 cents a hundredweight; ribs, 27% 
cents; hogs, 60 cents; lard, 67% a. and 
pork, 70 cents a barrel.

Jobbing 
trade in dry goods has been of good volume 
for this season, and shipments are large. 
Northwestern jobbers are doing a good busi- 
ness. Southwestern centers report good fill- 
ing in orders from the country. Southern 
collections have improved.

They learn it by heart 
and are taught, after they leave school, to 
let their minds dwell upon it—repeat it over 
once each day. I could repeat the rescript 
te you now—in Japanese, of course. 

The code is not religious in its character: 
it is entirely secular and broad and 80 can 
be taught to every one.”

Scores of parents have appeared at the health 
department office in the city hall in the last 
week to protest against the compulsory vac- 
cination of their children, and in some cases 
to complain of the methods used by inspect- 
ors. 


At a meeting of the district superintendents 
held in the afternoon at the board rooms it 
was decided to inquire into the complaints 
that have been made.
